HISTORY  OF  CLASS  OF  1940 


In  the  fall  of  193  6 about  90  green  freshmen  descended  upon  C.  F.  H.  S.  like  a 
cloud.  Under  the  able  guidance  of  the  faculty  and  Mr.  Love,  the  cloud  dispersed  and 
was  assimilated. 

We  then  began  our  task  of  settling  down  to  the  four  years’  work  confronting  us, 
by  electing  Miss  Cralle  as  sponsor. 

Our  most  outstanding  social  event  during  this  year  was  a theatre  party  planned  by 
our  sponsor,  Miss  Cralle,  and  our  president,  Dorothy  Woodson. 

In  the  fall  of  1937  we  re-entered  C.  F.  H.  S.  a little  more  dignified  than  the  previous 
year,  but  with  room  for  improvement.  Miss  Turner  was  elected  sponsor. 

Our  Sophomore  activities  began  with  a Sophomore  dance.  This  was  the  first  formal 
dance  many  of  us  had  ever  attended  and  it  has  proved  to  be  one  of  our  most  cherished 
memories.  In  the  late  spring  we  climaxed  our  second  year  activities  with  a picnic  and 
swimming  party  at  Douthat  State  Park. 

We  entered  our  Junior  year  feeling  much  older  and  much  wiser  than  ever  before,  and 
much  more  dignified.  The  girls  now  carried  combs,  pocketbooks,  and  make-up  of  all 
kinds  to  each  class,  and  occasionally  the  boys  wore  ties.  We  could  now  enter  into  our 
Junior  activities  looking  forward  to  a great  year,  and  we  were  not  disappointed,  for  this 
was  truly  one  of  the  greatest  years  of  our  remembrance. 

Miss  Phillips  and  Mr.  Briggs  were  chosen  as  co-sponsors.  The  class  officers  were: 
President,  Courtney  Lawler;  Vice-President,  Dorothy  Woodson;  Secretary,  Carolyn 
Stratton;  Treasurer,  Bill  Halligan. 

We  made  money  to  entertain  our  superior  classmates,  the  Seniors,  by  giving  a dance 
in  the  fall  of  the  year.  Our  next  social  was  a theatre  party.  We  saw  "Pygmalion,” 
which  was  educational  and  was  enjoyed  by  all. 

We  received  our  Junior  pins  and  everyone  was  pleased  with  them. 

In  May,  1939,  we  chose  our  Senior  rings.  The  rings  are  different  this  year  as  they 
have  a black  set  instead  of  the  usual  blue  or  red.  The  national  emblem,  the  eagle,  is  on 
each  side.  (THE  RINGS  HAVE  CHANGED  HANDS  MANY  TIMES  SINCE  THEIR 
ARRIVAL). 

With  the  arrival  of  September,  1939,  we  began  our  final  year  of  work.  It  was  then 
that  we  realized  our  past  work  was  not  done  in  vain,  and  now,  as  never  before,  that  the 
time  was  passing  much  too  swiftly.  We  fully  realized  that  the  remainder  of  our  time 
should  be  spent  in  making  memories  that  would  be  pleasant  for  us  to  look  back  on  in 
later  life. 

Our  first  major  event  was  the  Senior  play.  This  play,  "Trouble  in  Paradise,”  was 
presented  to  a large  and  appreciative  audience  by  a capable  cast  on  December  7.  After 
the  performance  the  cast  was  entertained  at  a buffet  supper  and  dance  by  Marian  Myers. 

So  far  the  only  other  social  affair  was  a dance  given  by  the  Seniors  for  the  entire  school. 

This  is  our  history,  though  briefly  stated.  In  the  history  of  the  class  of  1940,  just 
as  in  any  history,  there  are  a number  of  dates  that  will  be  remembered.  As  the 
Alleghanian  goes  to  press,  we  will  be  looking  forward  with  much  pleasure  to  the 
Junior-Senior  Prom,  the  Senior  banquet,  and  the  last  three  nights  as  members  of  the 
Clifton  Forge  High  School  student  body.
